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REMARKS 

Claims 39 and 42-55 are allowed, while claims 40 and 41 stand rejected. Claims 40 and 
41 have been canceled herein without prejudice to continued prosecution. Thus, claims 39 and 
42-55 are pending. In light of these amendments and the remarks below, Applicants respectfully 
request allowance of claims 39 and 42-55. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph 

Claims 40 and 41 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as 
allegedly failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Applicants respectfully disagree. To advance prosecution, however, claims 40 and 41 
have been cancelled herein without prejudice. Thus, the rejection of claims 40 and 41 is moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter
